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lo On 2 April 1953, the 1st Regt of the XVPD in Kochstedt consisted of 133 men 
and was equipped with g mortars* 16 heavy machine guns, 32 light machine 
guns* 60 submachine guns, and 140 rifles. The S-l unit consisted of 46 men 
organised into three platoons with an authorised strength of allegedly three 
officers and 12 EM to each platoon. The S-2 unit (radio unit) had a strength 
of 62 men and consisted of three platoons with allegedly three officers, and 
23 men to each platoon. The S-3 unit (engineers) was in the strength of 40 
men organized into four platoons with three officers and 10 men to each 
platoon. An engineer course in the strength of 46 men was attached to the 
S-3 unit. The S-7 unit (tank unit) consisted of 36 men organized into three 
platoons with three officers and 12 men to each platoon, A tank course in the 
strength of 42 men was attached to the S-7 unit. The antitank unit was in the 
strength of 42 men organized into six platoons with three officers and six 
men to each platoon. The mortar detachment consisted of three officers and 
15 men organized into five platoons of three Ten each. Other strength data 
available to source included: T'otor transport unit, 137 men with an attached 
maintenance detail of six men; infantry companies, an average of 45 men organ- 
ized into three platoons with one officer and 15 men to each platoon} heavy 
machine gun detachments, 16 men organized into two platoons of three officers 
and eight men each a*
